REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the patent term adjustment under 35 U.S. C. § 1 54(b) is 
requested. A Notice of Allowance for this application was mailed October 27, 2004, with 
a term adjustment of 0 days. Correction of the patent term adjustment to add 7 days to 
the patent term as shown below is respectfully requested. 

The patent term adjustment for U.S. patent application number 10/072,220 is 
calculated as shown below. Dates are specified based on the Patent Application 
Information Retrieval (PAIR) system Patent Term Adjustment History, attached as Exhibit 
B. This application is not subject to a terminal disclaimer.
